á See disappointment of Ulster millers 
and farmers at some of the tariff pro- 
posals of the Imperial Government 
is being expressed at meetings of 
protest throughout the province. The 
millers consider it extraordinary 
that a duty is contemplated on 
maize, which cannot be grown 
in the British Isles. It is essential as a 
feeding stuff for live-stock, and it is con- 
tended that, if a duty is imposed on 
consignments entering Northern Ireland, 
the farmers in the Six Counties will be 
placed at a disadvantage as compared with 
their Free State neighbours in_ the 

economic production of farm produce. 
On the other hand, it is pointed out that 
nothing is being done to protect the Ulster 
farmers against the free importation of 
foreign bacon and other meat products, 
while the Free State has protected itself 
in that respect. It is interesting to note 
that 383,042 tons of maize were imported 
into Belfast last year, and of this amount 


over 350,000 tons were milled for distribu- 
tion to farmers throughout the whole of 
Ireland, the remainder going to Great 
Britain.

Picturesque spectacles will be witnessed 
on the shores of Strangford Lough on the 
lith June next, when the great pageant 
organised by the Diocese of Down and 
Connor and Dromore in honour of the 
coming of St. Patrick as a missionary to 
Ireland will be held.

to Christianity. There will be nothing of 
a legendary nature in the pageant, which 
is to be as historically accurate as ible.

FFENBACH’S “Tales of Hoffmann ” 
() was the opera chosen for the opening 
performance in the Carl Rosa Opera 
Company’s two weeks’ season in Dublin. It 
is an opera that makes heavy demands on 
the resources of the company producing it: 
there are many characters in the several 
episodes, the orchestral music is important, 
and the staging must be careful, if not 
lavish, for the performance to seem adequate. 
The Carl Rosa Company has given many 
good performances of “‘‘lales of Hoffmann “” 
in the past, and last night’s performance 
was much on the usual lines. 

A cordial round of applause welcomed Mr.

THE NEW EDUCATION 
FELLOWSHIP. 


MRS. ENSOR'S ADDRESS AT 
TRINITY COLLEGE. 


Mrs. Beatrice Ensor, Chairman of the Inter- 
national Council of New Education Fellow- 
ship, which ‘ seeks to draw together those in 
search of an education more suited to the 
needs and aspirations of modern life,’’ lectured 
on the message of the Fellowship at the 
School of Education, Trinity College, Dublin, 
yesterday afternoon. 

Professor Fynne, who presided, announced 
that a branch of the Fellowship bad just been 
formed in Dublin. 

The first main principle of the new educa- 

tion, said Mrs. Ensor, was that-the individual! 
must be studied ; that the school system must 
be fitted to the individual child. Education 
was a process of: growth--the growth of the 
potencies within the human being—and, there- 
fore, she wanted to try to change the focus 
from subject matter to the child. She wanted 
to have child-centred schools—she would like 
to have child-centred cities—places in which 
the child could develop fully not only its 
mental side, but also its physical, emotional 
and, above all, its spiritual side. 
_ Education should foster whatever was good 
in the child, not by punishment, but by 
seeing that there was nothing in the environ- 
ment which fed bad potentialities. 

When they constantly reiterated that they 
had to allow every expression of the individu- 
ality of the child, let them be sure that they 
did not mean the licence for extreme in- 
dividualism. 

In conclusion, she said that next year’s 
conference of the Fellowship would be held 
in Nice, and she ho that they would have 
a fine Irish delegation there.

N spite of furious Japanese attacks the 
Chinese held their own to-day on both 
the Woosung and Chapei fronts. They 
are still clinging stubbornly to the village 
and forts of Woosung, which were strongly 
attacked throughout the day by Japanese 
troops, supported by armoured cars, while 
destrovers anchored close to the river 
bank tirelessly and relentlessly poured in 
shells. 
In Chapei a thunderous bombardment 
opened shortly after dusk. Outposts of 
the Shanghai Volunteer Corps report that

hostilities opened ten days ago. 

The incessant roar of artillery and the 
rattle of machine guns lasted for three 
hours, after which the engagement moved 
in a north-easterly direction from the rail- 
way station, which seemed to indicate that 
the Japanese were retiring. 


MORE JAPANESE TROOPS. 


About fifty Chinese shells dropped 
during the day round the Japanese head- 
quarters in Hongkew, but the field gun 
emplacements were not hit. The Settle- 
ment police station in Dixwell road suf- 
fered considerable damage. 

Definite information has reached Mr. 
T. V. Soong, the Chinese Minister of 
Finance, that a second Japanese division 
is on its way to Shanghai from Tokyo, 
according to a statement he made to me 
to-day, says Reuter’s Correspondent. 

Mr. Soong said that every day the 
Chinese resistance was maintained meant 
a further step towards the unification of 
China. Tens of thousands of Chinese 
troops were waiting to relieve the 
Cantonese Nineteenth Route Army as soon 
as reinforcements were required. !

DEMILITARISATION OF 
CHINESE PORTS. 
WASHINGTON, Monday. 

It is understood here that the United 
States Government will reject any plan 
for the demilitarisation of the principa! 
ports of China. 

‘‘Feelers,’’ aiming at a permanent 
solution of the Shanghai problem in par- 
ticular, and the China problem in general, 
were put out at the Japanese Foreign 
Office this morning. 

Briefly, the proposal aims at the estab- 
lishment of deusilitariond zones of from 
fifteen to twenty miles in depth around 
the principal trading ports of China, 
notably Shanghai, Hankow, Tientsin, 
Canton and Tsingtao. Manchuria would 
also be demilitarised, though a portion 
of the better disciplined Chinese troops 
would be utilised as police. 


TO END “WAR LORDS.” 


The Japanese Foreign Office spokesman, 
outlining the proposal, admitted that it 
ran counter to the ideas formulated at 
the Washington Conference, which aimed 
at providing stable government in China 
by a policy of non-interference from out- 
side; but ten years of trial had proved 
the ineffectiveness of this policy, and 
appeared to have shown that the only 
way to attain the desired result was to 
substitute a policy of interference which 
would ultimately benefit China, especially 
the merchant class, even more than it 
would benefit the Powers, although both 
would profit. 

The spokesman emphasised. that the 
creation of demilitarised zones around the 
principal cities would strike a blow at the 
“ War Lords,” who were the main cause 
of instability in China, as they would be 
unable to exist if their activities were con- 
fined to the country districts, instead of 
being able to batten on the cities, as at 
present. 
The spokesman thought that China 
might be induced to agree if the Powers 
offered to give up extra-territoriality in all 
parts of China except in the five de- 
militarised cities. 


REPORT TO LEAGUE. 


GENEVA, Monday. 
The report of the League Commission, 
which has been res the trouble in 
Shanghai, was published this afternoon. 
Only events up till the truce arranged on 
January 29th are dealt with, and a further 
report is expected shortly.

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CLAIMS OF POLISH 
REMARKABLE TRIAL IN 
PARIS.

general public, the claims of a Polish 
aicheuist to be ab!. to proauce gold at 
will are now taken seriously by xs renca 
experts, and if the claims are made good 
they may open up a new era in Ireland: 
tor the soil most suitable for making gold 
by. the process is said to abound in ire- 
land. | 

1 have just taken part in one of the 
strangest crials ever organised in any 
country, staged not in the ordinary Law 
Courts, but in a laboratory of the Central 
‘echnical Schools nere, improvised as a 
Law Court, with a judge on the Bench. 
an array of counsel around him, and a 
jury of french and English scientists, all 
experts, empanelled to determine whether 
a Polish engineer, who claims to have 
invented a machine for turning auriferous 
earth into gold, is an impostor, meriting 
jail, or a savant, who has carried 
scientinc knowledge many stayes further 
than his predecessors. 

The inventor is John Habdank Duni- 
kowski, who admittedly has taken honours 
in chemistry and engineering in his native 
land, ad is regarded as a wizard of 
research work. At present he is an 
inmate of the Santé Piison, awaiting trias 
on the charge of swindling a group of 
financiers aud an English banking con- 
cern, who financed him, on the under- 
standing that he was pertecting a machine 
for making gold. WJunikowski carried 
out in London, on behalf of the English 
bank, a number of experiments that 
astonished its experts, but refused to 
carry his experiments further because ot 
his fear that the bank was plotting to 
steal the secret of his invention. There- 
upon he was denounced to the French 
police as a swindler, and was arrested. 


JUDGE. IMPRESSED. 


When the case came before the courts, 
the judge was so impressed with the 
academic standing of the accused that he 
took the unusual course of asking the 
Government to permit practical] tests of 
the man’s claims. Several tests have 
already been made, and, so far as they 
have gone, they have demonstrated that 
the man had undoubtedly gone further 
than any scientist had ever gone towards 
solving the mystery of transforming baser 
metals into more valuable ones. 

Attempts of the experts to exclude the 
accused man’s lawyers from the tests de- 
layed the proceedings, but. all difficulties 
being overcome, the tests were resumed this 
week, Dunikowski, in one day, working 
without a break at his task for ten hours. 

At the end of the test the most sceptical] 
of the experts had to admit that there is 
a good deal in the claims of the man for 
his machine, but they are not in a position 
to say definitely that he has made good his 
claim to be able to produce sixteen ounces 
mH assy gold at a cost varying from £9 to 


For the time being the tests have been 
suspended, but they will be resumed later, 
when it is hoped that Dunikowski will be 
able to give a conclusive demonstration of 
the merits of his machine. He claims to 
have invented a new ray called the Z ray, 
which, transmitted through a funnel. to 
auriferous earth in a crucible, transforms 
the earth into greater gold-bearing soil. 
That he has done so cannot now be dis- 
puted, and the only question to be settled 
is whether he can do it on a sufficiently 
large scale to substantiate his claim to be 
able to produce gold at a price of from 
lls. 3d. to 22s. 6d. per ounce. 

If he makes good his claims, his dis- 
covery must of necessity revolutionise the 
function of gold as a medium ‘of inter- 
national exchange. But, apart from the 
general aspect, the invention has a special 
interest for Ireland, because the soil with 
which Dunikowski made his latest experi- 
ment was obtained from Ireland, and he 
has declared that Ireland is the one 
country in Europe that seems to produce 
the soil most yielding to the influence of 
his new ray. 

The ten hours’ test was followed by the 
experts with an interest that they could 
not restrain, but the man who seemed least 
concerned was the inventor, who lolled 
back, smoking cigarettes while the machine 
was functioning, and smiled from time to 
time as the experts around him allowed 
their interest to show.

WESTMINSTER, Monday. 

Mr. Lansbury, in moving the censure 
motion, contended that there could be no 
such thing as a collective conscieuce in 
this matter. He invited Sir Donald 
Maclean and any other dissenting Minister 
who might take part in the debate to tell 
the House how far exactly they were pre- 
pared to go for the sake of conscience. 
Would they vote and speak against the 
Government if by so doing they would 
turn the Government out? (Labour 
cheers.) They all knew how easr it was 
to be courageous when there was no 
danger. (Laughter.) The Labour Party 
had no jitention of opposing this pro 
cedure. 

On the other hand, they were quite 
ready to support very drastic changes, both 
in the matter of procedure and in the 
relations that should exist between the 
Government and the Cabinet.

MR. BALDWIN’S DEFENCE. 


Mr. Baldwin said that the course pur- 
sued by the Government called for ex. 
planation, and, it might be, for justifica- 
tion: but he did not think that it called 
for censure. The motion accused the 
Government of having no unite. policy. 
He thought that the best answer to thut 
would be the result of the = division. 
(Ministerial cheers.) What they had to 
consider was the meaning of the word 
constitutional and how far the Govern 
ment had deviated from it. It had been 
said that the word unconstitutional was 
a term applied in politics to one who did 
something you did not like: and there 
was much truth in it. He reminded 
members that our constitution, more than 
that of any other country in the world. 
was a living organism, and because of 
that our people, more than any other, had 
profound reverence for the traditions of 
their country, together with a capacity to 
tread in new paths when the occasion 
arose. 

It would be difficult for- any writer to 
say at any given ‘period in his lifetime, 
what the constitution was. At almost 
any given moment there might be one 
practice for the constitution that was fal! 
ing into deruetnde, another practice that 
was creeping into use, though not vet 
constitutional, and there might be 
changes on the horizon, only to*be seen nv 
men of vision. The very Cabinet system 
itself, for quite a generation after its 
first germs appeared in the time of 
Charles 11., was denounced as unconstitu 
tional. In Georgian times innumerable 
instances occurred of Ministers speakinz 
and voting against their own Govern 
ment. It was Pitt who ultimately framed 
the system of Government which had 
lasted practically until the present time. 


THE CROWN AND PARTY. 


Dealing with the struggl-s in earlier 
times between statesmen and the Crown. 
he said that it was inconcéivable now that 
a.monarch should play a party game as 
in those days. It was true that the 
Crown had been shorn of the power of 
initiating policy, but it had gained this, 
that throughout the whole British Empire, 
and among all the races of its people, the 
Sovereign was every man’s King. (Cheers. ) 
To-day we had & National Government 
in this country. It was-not a Govern- 
ment of one party: it was a Government 
consisting of representatives of all three 
rties. (Cheers, and cries of ‘‘ No.’’)

Sir Donald Maclean pointed to ' the 
manifesto issued by the Prime Minister 
at the election, asking for full liberty 
of action. That was really the begin- 
ning of the agreement to differ, and when 
the Conservative manifesto made it’ plain 
that tariffs would remain part of. their 
political faith, the Liberal manifesto 
which followed stated that, in their 
opinion, freedom of trade was the only 
basis of our economic prosperity.' That 
was the basis on which he (Sir Donald) 
and his colleagues joined the Govern- 
ment. They accepted some of the tariff 
proposals, because they constituted’ part 
of the policy for dealing with an ab- 
normal situation by emergency measares, 
but the present proposals went beyond 
that, and were. in their view, meant to 
be a permanent Protectionist policy, It 
was a complete reversal of the practice 
of Free Trade, and some day he h 
someone would be found to propose the 
wiping away of these duties.

MR. DEVLIN'S VIEW. -: 


Mr. Joseph Devlin supported the 
censure motion. He denied that ‘the 
Government was a National one in any 
real sense. The precedent created was 
not only a departure from Parliamentary 
procedure, but was an outrage on -ll 
ideas of honour. The proper course ‘or 
the dissentient Ministers to take wag, to 
leave the Cabinet, for by roses. Bh 
it they could not divest themselves re- 
sponsibility for a policy which they had 
declared would destroy the industrial 
greatness of the country. 

Earl Winterton declared that the 
doctrine of responsibility was no mere 
abstract constitutional theory: it was a 
practical necessity, if administrative 
action and good legislation were to have a 
fair chance of success. Once they con« 
ceded the principle of Cabinet irresponsi- 
bility, they prevented unity of purpose. 
He could not think why Tory miembers 
were so infuriated with the Home Secre- 
tary’s speech. He did not agree with it, 
but it was an excellent fighting speech, 
and the people responsible for it were the 
majority members of the Cabinet, who 
gave him. permission to make it. Of 
course, everything, as Mr. Baldwin said, 
depended upon how the thing worked.

FUTURE OF DARTMOOR. 


With regard to the future of Dartmoor 
Prison, the report calls attention to certain 
serious disadvantages connected with the 
prison, including its isolated position, and the 
lack of amenities for the members of the 
staff and their families. Apart altogether 
from the recent incidents, these, and other. 
considerations affectins Dartmoor Prison had 
already been under review. Dartmoor is an 
exceptionally ‘expensive establishment te 
maintain. ‘The farming of the land attached 
to the prison is far from being an -economic 
proposition. (Langhter.) The decision as to 
Dartmoor. is also connected with a large 
scheme of re organisation, which included a 
plan for making better arrangements in a 
separate establishment at Chelmsford for the 
training of young convicts. In pursuance 
of that decision, the admission of fresh cases 
to Dartmoor had heen discontinued since 19th 
November last.
